The minutes of the March 1974 meet- 
ing were approved as presented. 


REPORTS 
Treasurer’s Report (Jones) 

The Society is operating on a break- 
even basis with increased income simply 
matching inflation. The Tampa workshop 
proceeds reflect stringent accounting pro- 
cedures and thus constitute a genuine in- 
crement to income. Institutions have not 
cut back on journal subscriptions as pre- 
dicted two years ago. 


Membership Committee (Dana) 


The 33 persons submitted for member- 
ship were approved. Four persons ac- 
cepted the Fellow status recommended at 
the March meeting. One Life Member was 
approved. The trend toward increased 
membership has continued. Associates in 
clinical psychology doctoral programs 
will be given the opportunity of auto- 
matic Member status upon completion of 
the degree. Two new members of the 
membership committee were approved. 


Journal /Klopfer) 


The publication iag has been reduced 
to 13 months, although the number of 
manuscripts submitted was at an all-time 
high of 116. Two new consulting editors 
have been appointed. The book reviews 
are now up-to-date. 


Special Monograph (J. Klopfer) 

A special issue, Toward a Discovery of 
the Person, will be included with the 
October issue to journal subscribers. In- 
cluding the Journal press run, 4000 


copies will be printed for sale at $4.50 
per copy. 
Elections (Blau) 


Office terms beginning September 
1974 are for President-Elect, Carl N. 
Zimet; for Treasurer, Luciano L’Abate; 
and for Western Representative, Max 
Reed. 


Workshop (Exner) 


The annual workshop will be held at 
the Harbor Island Sheraton Inn, San 
Diego, January 30, 31, and February 1, 
1975. While fees for participation are not 
definite, it is planned to have reduced 
fees for SPA members and for students. 
Certificates of completion will be issued 
for all workshop participants, beginning 
with the Tampa workshop. 

A lack of enthusiastic response from 
some APA divisions regarding co-sponsor- 
ship of symposia led to discussion of 
alternative proposals for paper sessions 
combined with regional psychological 
association meetings, with the mid-winter 
workshop, and/or continuing in conjunc- 
tion with the annual APA meeting. John 
Exner will report at the February board 
meeting on a proposed format for the 
1976 workshop to include SPA papers 
plus workshops at regional meetings. 


NEW BUSINESS 


Ethics: Report on Investigation 
(Murstein) 


A complaint was reviewed as a means of 
discussing the responsibility of the Society 
for the members’ assessment activities. 

It was decided to respond to the com- 
plaint by referral to local groups for pos- 
sible investigation. The Society cannot in- 
vestigate a member’s use of assessment pro- 
cedures except insofar as it can be shown 
that he (she) has specifically violated any 
portion of the bylaws of the Society. 

The Spring meeting will be held in San 
Diego on February 2, 1975.
